They turned their 
backs upon the lure of gold and turned their faces toward the call of 
God. We today are reaping the benefit of their sowing, and it is but 
fair that we remember them with our prayers, sympathy and our means 

There has been a severe cut in the amount these old veterns of the 
cross have been receiving. About one hundred and fifty have been helped 
by the board this year They receive from five to ten dollars each per 
month. This helps, but it is wholly inadequate and the only chance 
there is for remedying the situation is by larger gifts to the co-opera-
